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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U. S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the appUcant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 12-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The bonding of the variable R'* in the formula 2 is confusing. 




As seen above, the bond of the variable R" dissects the C-C double bond. However it is 
not clear to which atom the R"* variable is bonded. Note that every bonding site around the 
H2C=CR^- group is occupied and thus there is not an available site for bonding of the variable 
R^. 

Chum Rejections - 35 VSC§102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kalanderopoulos et al., J. Am. Chem. Soc, Vol. 108, No. 20, pp. 6290-6265 (1986). The 
Kalanderopoulos et al. reference disclose o-hydroxy and o-methoxystyrenes. See page 6290, 
particularly compound 6 where R2 = R4 == H, Ri = CH3 and R3 = NO2.
